Cuban Exiles 
Fear Castro's 
Infiltrators 


Government Says 
Refugee Claims 
Unsubstantiated 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP)—A creepy 
feeling of Fidel Castro spies 
infiltrating the United States is 
growing in the Cuban exile colo­ 
ny. U.S. authorities say the sit­ 
uation is under control. 
The head of an anti-Castro 
organization 
with 
an 
intelli­ 
gence department of its own 
estimates more than I per cent 
of the Cuban refugees in this 
country are Communist agents. 
About 200.000 C u b a n s 
have 
come since Castro’s 1959 take­ 
over. 
Another exile leader, whose 
office claims wide access to ex­ 
ile and Cuban undergrounl in­ 
formation, estimated the num­ 
ber of Castro agents at 5,000, 
including Cubans and Ameri­ 
cans. 
An official of the State De­ 
partm ent’s Cuban affairs office 
here described such claims as 
without substantiation. 
Miami 
district 
immigration 
director Robert Woytych said 
his men screen out spies by 
“one of the most efficient tech­ 
niques yet devised.” 
“Our record is so tremendous 
that no cases have been brought 
to light,” he said. 
The Cuban who issued the es­ 
timate of 5,000 
agents said: 
“ Many have lived in the United 
States since before Castro, and 
are American citizens. They can 
cross back and forth into Mexi­ 
co freely. The Cuban Embassy 
in Mexico is the hub of the spy 
network.” 
The exile produced a list of 
alleged Castro agents or “very 
suspicious persons.” 
He 
said 
his 
investigation 
showed that: “ One is assigned 
to watch every important anti- 
Castro group here. Some are 
assigned 
to 
scan 
American 
newspapers. Some are assigned 
to be troublemakers. 
“Castro knew about the Bay 
of Pigs invasion. Since then, his 
espionage network has grown in 
experience and numbers.” 
FBI 
special 
agent 
Howard 
Albaugh said his office receives 
many 
complaints 
about 
sup­ 
posed Castro agents, but “we 
feel the situation is under con­ 
trol.” 
Assistant district immigration 
director Gordon Yeager said his 
department 
has 
“eased out” 
many who flunked the screening 
«*- “well over IOO.” These are 
returned to Cuba or permitted 
to go elsewhere.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 
changes in the Soviet hierarchy 
appear to confirm the belief in 
Washington that the Soviet se­ 
cret police organization is gain­ 
ing 
importance 
after 
some 
years of relative obscurity. 
Alexander N. Shelepin, form­ 
er head of the Committee of 
State Security — KGB — as the 
secret police is formally called, 
became a member of the Com­ 
munist 
party’s 
Presidium 
on 
Monday and Vladimir E. Semi- 
chastny, the present KGB boss, 
was promoted a full member of 
the party’s Central Committee. 
These two changes are in ad­ 
dition to other indications of the 
KGB’s 
growing 
stature. 
The 
signs have been carefully ana­ 
lyzed by the administration’s 
Soviet specialists. 
But the specialists cautionde 
that their significance should 
not be exaggerated. Moreover, 
they say, there is no indication 
that the KOB played any role in 
the ouster of Prem ier Khrush­ 
chev.

State Controlling Board releas­ 
ed another $200,000 in emer­ 
gency funds today for the ad­ 
ministration’s task force reha­ 
bilitation of the Boys Industrial 
School at Lancaster.

The governor and Shocknessy 
then led a cavalcade of some 
200 vehicles toward more ribbon 
cuttings near Wilmington, at the 
tattle Miami Bridge and at the 
Cincinnati Circle Freeway. 
The opening puts the entire 
Cleveland . to - Cincinnati su­ 
per-highway one step nearer to 
reality. The divided, 
four-lane 
concrete highway will save both 
time and lives, state officials 
predict. 
With the linkup at Cincinnati, 
1-71 will make for a no-traffic- 
light trip from suburban Cin­ 
cinnati to the present stopping 
point in Medina County, still sev­ 
eral miles from Cleveland. 
But officials said today’s open­ 
ing will still cut driving time 
considerably. 
Driving time between Colum­ 
bus 
and Cincinnati, 
formerly 
estimated at two hours and 30 
minutes, will be one hour and 
45 minutes. 
When all the linkups are made, 
the time between Cleveland and 
Cincinnati will be halved — to 
three hours and SO minutes. 
The superhighway is a joint 
federal-state project and part of 
the national system of interstate 
and defense highways, the na­ 
tionwide network is scheduled 
for completion in 1972. 
Motorists planning to travel 
1-71 between Columbus and Cin­ 
cinnati have been warned, how­ 
ever, to fill up with gasoline. 
There are no service stations 
open yet along that route. The 
first openings are expected in 
mid-December.

Congo Troops 
Move To Seize 
Rebel Capital 


Attack Launched 
Despite Threats 
To Carlson's Life 


LEOPOLDVILLE, the Congo 
(AP)—Congolese troops led by 
w h i t e mercenaries launched 
their drive on rebel Stanley­ 
ville today while the rebel re­ 
gime there demanded negotia­ 
tions on the fate of American 
medical missionary Paul Carl­ 
son and other foreigners in reb­ 
el territory. 
The central government force 
moved out of Kundu, 250 miles 
south of Stanleyville, for what 
they hoped would be a quick 
seizure of the rebel capital. 
Some 200 white mercenaries 
—mostly South Africans, Bel­ 
gians and Britons — were be­ 
lieved 
spearheading 
between 
300 and 500 Congolese troops. 
Rebel 
l e a d e r 
Christophe 
Gbenye 
had 
announced 
post­ 
ponement cf the death sentence 
given Dr. Carlson, 
who had 
been scheduled to die last Mon­ 
day, following an appeal from 
Kenya Prime 
Minister 
Jomo 
Kenyatta. 
Gbenye told Kenyatta the exe­ 
cution would be carried out next 
Monday if no basis was found 
for negotiations on “the prison­ 
ers of war” by then. 
Gbenye also replied to a warn­ 
ing from U.S. Ambassador G. 
McMurtrie Godley that the reb­ 
els would be beld responsible 
for the safety of more than 60 
Americans in the rbel zone. Via 
Radio Stanleyville, Gbenye said 
the United States was “held re­ 
sponsible for the deaths of many 
Congolese.” 
A U.S. embassy spokesman 
said there was no indication 
how or when negotiations might 
be started. 
The assumption in Leopold­ 
ville is that Gbenye, who de­ 
clared the Americans and Bel­ 
gians “prisoners of w ar,” wants 
the United States and Belgium 
to cut off their aid to Prem ier 
Mouse Tshombe in exchange for 
his freeing the hostage Ameri­ 
cans and Belgians. In Washing­ 
ton, State Department press of­ 
ficer Robert J. McCloskey said 
the U.S. government has not put 
any pressure on Tshombe’s gov­ 
ernment to hold up its drive on 
Stanleyville until the Americans 
are taken care of. 
McCloskey said: * We w i l l 
bend every effort that we pos­ 
sibly can to save the lives of 
these people. We have been try­ 
ing to get them evacuated for 
four or five months.”

Der Spiegel reported that Nazi

Der Spiegel said the pontiff be­ 
lieved the Nazi army was the 
only defense against communis j 
zation of Europe.

Enrico Pietro Galeazzi, to seek 
tile help of Francis Cardinal 
Spellman in New York for his 
anti-Communist plan.

Council, was not immediately 
available for comment.

The magazine said the docu­ 
ments also proved the charge, 
raised last year by West Ger-| 
man playwright Rolf Hochhuth 
in the controversial play “The 
Deputy,” that Pope Pius did 
little to save the Jews from Nazi 
extermination. 
Der Spiegel said the docu­ 
ments report that the pontiff! 
told U.S. diplomat Harold H. 
Tittmann as early as January 
1943 that he believed Allied re­ 
ports of the mass gassing of 
Jews “ are a bit overdone for 
propaganda purposes.”

New Plant 
Site Viewed 
By Board 


Members of the B o a r d of 
Trustees of South - Central Elec 
trie and key employes made a 
trip to Brilliant, O., to inspect 
progress in construction of the 
Cardinal generating plant. A ll 
expressed surprise and approv­ 
al at the rapid strides made by 
construction workers. 
Cardinal, seven miles south of 
Steubenville on the Ohio River, 
is expected to have the first gen­ 
erating unit in operation by Sept­ 
ember 1966, with the second and 
final unit following in July of 
1967. When completed, it will be 
Ohio’s largest generating plant 
at 1,230,000 kilowatts — about 
15 per cent higher than the pres­ 
ently largest plant — K y g e r 
Creek at Cheshire. 
John Eakin, board president, 
stated that 8Vfe million dollars of 
the 125 million total had already 
been expended on Brilliant. The 
present rate of construction is 
eating up about $1,250,000 per 
month. A total of 475,000 man 
hours has been expended on the 
project to date. 
One of the towering smoke­ 
stacks has been constructed to a 
height of 173 feet. It will stand 
826 feet when completed. 
The total amount of concrete to 
be used in Cardinal would make 
a sidewalk 640 miles long. It will 
use 10,000 tons of steel, five miles 
of railroad track, and the main 
building itself will be 22 stories 
high. 
To generate electricity, Car­ 
dinal will burn four million tons 
of coal each year and use 48 mil­ 
lion gallons of water per day. 
The coal will be brought in by 
barge, truck and railroad, and 
the coal pulverizer halls alone 
will weigh 850 pounds each. 
Persons living in the South- 
Central Service area have been 
invited to view the giant engin­ 
eering project. A viewing grand­ 
stand and picnic facilities a r e 
available at the site.

Dallas Will Never Be the Same Again 


By ROBERT H. JOHNSON JR. 
DALLAS (AP) — The driver 
swings his car into Elm Street. 
He passes the nondescript or* 
ange brick building. The under­ 
pass lies just ahead. Once more 
the prickling begins in the back 
of his neck. 
Here, at this place on the 
street, the first shot hit. 
The car slips through the brief 
shadow of the underpass and 
turns into Stemmons Freeway. 
The car slips through the brief 
leading home. And th e prickly 
feeling, the compulsive recogni 
tion of the Texas School Book 
Depository, of the Triple Under­ 
pass have become part of his 
day. 
This is the way it is in Dallas 
now, and perhaps always will 
be, for thousands of people who 
go home from work a certain 
way — and who were here on 
Nov. 22, 1963 when John F. Ken 
nedy came to town and Lee 
Harvey Oswald poked his rifle 
out a window of the Texas 
School Book Depository 
and 
fired the bullets that killed 
President Kennedy and wound­ 
ed Gov. John Connelly. 
There was more than grief in 
Dallas that weekend a year ago. 
There were shock, shame and 
agonizing 
s e I f-examination. 
There have been changes in 
ballas since. 
The people no l o n g e r talk 
much about the assassination, 
but it lies deep within them. 
“Sometimes it comes unbid­ 
den,' 
an 
executive 
said. 
‘Maybe when you’re shaving in 
he morning, when there is no 
reason in the world for you to 
think about it. It’s sort of like 
feeling an old scar. Maybe it 
hurts only a little, or maybe it 
doesn’t hurt at all any more — 
but it’s there.” 
A year, ago, questions of per­ 
sonal 
and 
community 
guilt 
seared Dallas. 
Few, if any, in Dallas believe 
now that the city was to blame, 
or feel personal guilt. When the 
Warren Commission report was 
released, with its comment that 
the assassination could not be 
linked to any “climate” in Dal­ 
las, newspaper editorials, offi­ 
cials and people on the street 
said, in effect — see, Dallas is 
innocent, just as we knew all 
along. 
But the glare of attention had 


long before made them see Chamber of Commerce and the 
something else — that, Dallas \merican Legion. 
had become known as a strong­ 
hold 
of 
extreme 
rightwing 
thought and action. Some had 
decided to change that. 
Soon after the assassination, 
Southern Methodist University 
began a program of joining with 
city leaders in examining com­ 
munity problems of law and 
morality. This is continuing. 
Last December, a small group 
of Democrats formed the North 
Dallas Democratic Club. By the 
time of the second meeting, the 
club had 400 members. By elec­ 
tion time it had 1,600 and had 
changed its name to Greater 
Dallas Democrats. 
Last summer, more than 300 
leading businessmen formed a 
group called Businessmen for 
Johnson. M a n y of them had 
been voting Republican since at 
least 1952. Harry S. Truman in 
1948 had been the last Demo­ 
cratic presidential candidate to 
carry the county. 
President Johnson carried it 
>n Nov. 3 by a crashing majori- 
y. Former Mayor Earle Cabell, 
a Democrat, defeated U.S. Rep. 
Bruce Alger, who once identi­ 
fied himself in the House as an 
extremist. 
Republicans 
won 
only one county office. 
A year ago, Erik Jonsson, 
then president of the Dallas Cit 
izens Council, a group of top 
executives who try to guide the 
city in what they consider its 
best interests, said: “I t h i n k 
there will be a re-evaluation 
here. Time is on our side.” 
On Jan. I, Stanley Marcus, 
president of the Neiman-M arcus 
Store, bought a half-page ad in 
each of Dallas daily newspa­ 
pers to discuss the problem of 
“absolutism” in Dallas. 
Does he think Dallas still sill­ 
ers from this probem? 
“Have you seen the election 
•esults?” said Marcus. “Dallas 
s changing — there are good 
winds blowing. There will still 
differences of opinion, as 
mere should be. But gradually 
people are beginning to realize 
hat not only are there two sides 
to every question but often three 
or four. So I* optimistic.” 
Dallas people are less sensi 
ive now about visiting other 
cities; they seldom run into the 
bitter remarks and sneers that 
met them in the months just 
after the assassination. When 
they go into other staes, people 
question them about Dallas — 
but curiously, not bitterly. 
And the city has had plenty of 
risitors. There have b e e n un

France Offers Atom Aid 


That nuclear energy promises to play 
a large role both in economic develop­ 
ment and political alignments in Latin 
America seems assured by the attention 
it has received during French President 
De Gaulle’s tour of the continent. While 
nuclear energy is not a total stranger to 
the region, it is still largely concentrat­ 
ed in the uranium exploration stage. 
At least two Latin countries — Ar­ 
gentina and Brazil — possess large 
known deposits of uranium ore. Both 
cf them appear to be on the verge of 
transforming this resource into usable 
power. What each of them needs most 
of all at this point is the technical know­ 
how to construct plant facilities for gen­ 
erating nuclear power. 
Technical assistance of all kinds is ex­ 
actly what President De Gaulle is sell­ 
ing on his Latin trip. As one of t h e 
world nuclear powers (although by all 
standards a second rate one) France 
has much to offer Latin governments 
in this field. 
De Gaulle’s current trip is not the 
first French nuclear contact with South 
America. As long ago as May, 1962,

France signed a treaty with Brazil pro­ 
viding for a joint training center for nu­ 
clear technicians in France. In 1963, 
Paris negotiated a similar agreement 
with Argentina. 
Both Latin countries now have under 
consideration construction of their first 
nuclear power plants. France’s partici­ 
pation in those plans seems assured. 
What the P^ranco-Latin nuclear venture 
will portend for North America over the 
long run can only be the subject of spec­ 
ulation. 
Nuclear energy, especially in regions 
suffering from a lack of fossil fuels, 
promises to revolutionize economies. Its 
potential is so great throughout the 
world that France’s contribution to Lat­ 
in America may not be significant. 
But at least Be Gaulle possesses the 
wisdom to see the need — and potential 
political allies to be gained — by bring­ 
ing the blueprint for nuclear energy to 
Latin America. Like Columbus for dis­ 
covering this part of the world, De- 
Gaulle may be remembered for chart­ 
ing the course long after those who I 
build on his plans are forgotten.

holding them legally responsible 
in these emergencies. 
The 
Hippocratic 
Oath 
was 
created 
centuries 
after 
man 
first felt the driving, 
urgent 
need to give sustenance to his 
fellow man in time of need. This 
urge to help has been indelibly 
carved into the moral fibers 
that support the structure of 
man. 
Most physicians all over the 
w o r l d respond instantly 
to 
emergency situations, 
without 
the need to recall the long-for­ 
gotten lines in the Hippocratic 


Oath they once swore to live by. 
They are quick to help, despite 
the warning limitations of laws. 
“ Good Sam aritan” 
acts 
are 
acts of kindness, motivated by 
the single thought that help is 
needed and must not be denied. 
So there is, as you suggest, a 
contradiction 
about 
any 
law 
which actually discourages man 
from coming to the assistance 
of his fellow man. 
Fortunately, the possibility of

Chief of the U. S. armed forces, 
and the late General Douglas 
MacArthur over what was said 
at their Wake Island meeting 
in 1950 has just 
been fanned 
anew by a taped television in­ 
terview with Truman that went 
out over fifty TV stations. Nat­ 
urally, Harry Truman gets the 
best of this round, for Mac­ 
Arthur is only able to reply 
posthumously, as he does in his 
book 
called 
“ Reminiscences.” 
This has been a best-seller, but 
not even the best-selling best­ 
seller can keep pace with TV 
for influence. 
Harry Truman is certainly 
entitled to his say in the m at­ 
ter of the man he calls his “in­ 
subordinate 
general,” but on 
the question of the Wake Island 
meeting he scarcely qualifies 
as an objective 
historian. 
In 
the taped TV interview Truman 
said that MacArthur “ assured 
! me in no uncertain terms that 
; Red China would not come into 
Korea.

went home feeling 
very, very good about the situa­ 
tion.” However, 
certain staff 
notes covering the Wake Island 
meeting,

published 
more 
than ten years ago by MacAr­ 
thur^ 
intelligence

The Willoughby notation, tak­

MacArthur’s

files, says simply that when the 
General’s “ view-s were asked 
as to the chance of Red China’s

ulative’; that neither the State 
Department through its 
diplo­

abroad,

war, reported any evidence of 
intent by the Peiping govern­ 
ment to intervene with major 
forces; that his own local intel 
ligence (which he regarded as 
unsurpassed anywhere) report­

the sanctuary of being immune 
from any destructive action by 
our military forces within their 


own areas; that not even to

said, 
under one of his nine aliases — 


Warren K. Kenyon. 
Lefkowitz said the “Natkmml 
Art League” was the front for 
Hunter's National Art League 
Service, which printed the etch­ 
ings at “ a fantastic profit.” 
In addition, the attorney gen­ 
eral said. Hunter sold $500,000

the plan, as sketched out by 
one of the President’s ‘‘Great 
Society" task forces, is reported 
to have had its first airing re­ 
cently at the White House. 
But the indications are that 
ifs in for a lot of hot and heavy 
debate — in the various execu­ 
tive agencies, as well as in Con­ 
gress, if it gets there. 
Purpose of the idea, originally 
presented by Dr. Walter W. 
Heller, who just stepped out as 
chairman 
of 
the 
President’s 
Council of Economic Advisers, 
is two-fold: To help the pocket- 
pinched 
and burdened 
states 
and to add more fuel to the na­ 
tional economy when the accel­ 
erating effects of this year’s tax 
cut fades. 
Most of the states with grow­ 
ing populations and painful ed­ 
ucation, 
welfare 
and 
urban 
problems, are prowling in every 
direction 
in 
a 
determined 
search for more money. 
State debt, according to Tax 
Foundation Inc., has more than 
quadrupled since 1950, rising 


from $5 billion to $23 billion at 
the end of fiscal 1963. 
Thirty-five of the 47 state leg-1 
islatures meeting last year act-1 
ed to increase revenues — b y 1 
enacting 
new 
taxes, 
raising j 
rates or broadening the bases. 
So where to turn? It was Hel- j 
er who sold the Kennedy-John- 
son administration on the idea 
that taxes can be a drag on the 
economy 
even 
though 
they j 
weren’t high enough to balance j 
the budget, and that a reduction 
would stimulate business, bring 
in more revenue and eventually 
balance the budget. 
Arguing from this thesis, he 
proposed that Uncle Sam auto­ 
matically return to the states 
each year a fixed percentage of 
the income tax collections to do 
with as each state saw sit. 
This, it was contended, would 
help state and local govern­ 
ments with their massive finan­ 
cial troubles without Washing- 
on getting involved more deep­ 
ly and would also pu the mon­ 


ey to work in the economy. 
But there s a rub. Many in 
Washington question the idea of 
turning over federal funds with­ 
out any strings — without thus- 
and-so directions on how the 
money should be spent. 
There are a host of other 
problems. One that could set off 
a turmoil in Congress is how the 
money should be cut up. On a 
strictly per capita basis, where 
the biggest states would get the 
biggest share, or should there 
be a disinction in allocation 
between the relatively rich and 
relatively poor states? 
All in all, this could be the 
most controversial of all the 
plans presented to the President 
for charting the course of his 
administration.

Glenn Accepts 
Troubled Year 
In Good Nature 


NEW CONCORD, Ohio (A)— 
Fate was not kind this year to 
Col. John H. Glenn Jr., but the 
world-famous astronaut appears 
to have taken his bumps with 
philosophical good nature. 
“A period in the middle of 
your life to see what direction 
you want to go isn’t a bad idea. 
We’re just glad to get going 
again,” Glenn said Wednesday 
night in a taped radio interview. 
He said he regarded the past 
year of his life “ as somewhat 
of a shambles” but added that 
the unexpected turn of events 
were not without compensations, 
Glenn’s troubles began last 
February when he dipped on a 
bathroom throw rug and fell in 
his Columbus apartment. 
The fall resulted in an inner 
ear injury that knocked Glenn 
out of Ohio’s Democratic U.S. 
Senate primary. 
It also impaired his balance 
and led to months of treatment 
and hospitalization. Only recent­ 
ly was he pronounced fully re­ 
covered. 
Glenn, who plans to retire 
from active Marine Corps duty 
the first of the year, recently 
was elected to the board of di­ 
rectors of the Royal Crown Cola 
Co. He indicated, however, that 
this will occupy only a small 
portion of his time. He said he 
wants to keep his ties with the 
nation’s space program.

Jam es P. Shea, P i c k a w a y 
County Veterans Service Officer, 
states that a law recently signed 
by President Johnson grants in­ 
creases to millions of veterans 
and dependents of deceased vet­ 
erans who regularly receive pen­ 
sion from the VA. 
A 6.4 per cent “cost of living” 
increase has been granted to 
most pensioners, Shea said, with 
others getting still more. F o r 
example, a World War I veter­ 
an, who has no dependents, and 
who is in the lowest income 
bracket for pension purposes 
will have his pension increased 
from $85 to $100 per month, an 
increase of more than 17 per 
cent. 
Generally speaking, Shea con­ 
tinued, the increase is greatest, 
percentage - wise, for veterans 
who, because of extremely se­ 
vere disabilities, have the great 
est need. Permanently house­ 
bound veterans may receive an 
e x t r a $35 a month. Blinded 
veterans will receive increases 
of from $70 to $100 in t h e i r 
monthly 
allowances, 
as 
will 
those who need constant aid and 
attendance, whether or not blind. 
The law also permits VA to furn­ 
ish physician-prescribed 
drugs 
and medicine to veterans who 
get aid and attendance allow­ 
ance. This law also permits in­ 
creases of $35 to $38 monthly in 
death pension made in case of a 
child where there is no widow. 
Further liberalization, outside 
of actual increases in size of 
check, which will show up Feb. I, 
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1965 checks for eligible veterans 
and other pensioners, Shea said, 
will take the form of exclu­ 
sions from outside income re­ 
ported to the VA.

For Michigan 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP)— 
Before the football season start­ 
ed, many observers at Michigan 
felt the Wolverines were actual 
ly a year away from being a 
power in the Big Ten. 
But apparently the word nev 
er got to the players who have 
moved to seven victories in their 
first eight games and find them 
selves preparing for the cham 
pionship game at Columbus this 
Saturday. 
Curiously, Michigan’s starting 
backfield is made up of four 
players from the Buckeye State. 
Quarterback Bob Timberlake 
of Franklin has come a long 
way after “winning” a battle 
for the spot over three other 
hopefuls. 
Timberlake, who got the nod 
in the Wolverines opening game 
with Air Force because of his 
experience, has become one of 
the greatest backs in Michigan 
history. 
He has already gained 1,308 
yards—546 on the ground and 
762 through the air on 60 com­ 
pletions in 118 attempts. 
Senior fullback Mel Anthony 
and sophomore speedster Carl 
Ward are both from Cincinnati. 
Anthony, who s c o r e d three 
touchdowns against Iowa last 
week, has gained 561 yards, 
while Ward has added 48 to 
the Wolverines’ impressive to­ 
tal. 
The fourth member of the 
backfield is another sophomore, 
Jim Detwiler of Toledo. Though 
slowed by a knee injury, Det­ 
wiler impressed many with his 
drive in the early games. 
Michigan, which has not won 
the Big Ten title since 1950, con­ 
tinues to be one of the top rush­ 
ing teams in the country. The 
Wolverines have gained 2,028 
yards on the ground in their 
first eight games—an average 
of Slightly more than 253 awards 
a contest 
But Timberlake^ throwing to 
such ends as John Henderson 
ami Steve Smith, as well as an 
occasional pitch to Detwiler has 
helped keep the defense honest.
